The subject matter of Claims 1 and 10 apparently satisfies 
the requirements of PCT Article 33(l)-(3). 



1. Claim 1 defines composite bodies made of polyacetal 
and a compound that contains 20-85 wt . % of styrene- 
olefin block' copolymer composed of stiff styrene end 
blocks and flexible olefin middle blocks, and 15-70 
wt . % of non-olefinic thermoplastic material, and at 
least 5 to 200 parts by weight of plactisizing oil 
and/or inorganic filler per 100 parts by weight 
styrene-olef in block copolymer and a Shore A 
hardness of 30-90. 

2. Dl describes polyolefin block copolymers with 
polyurethanes, copolyesters or copolyamides and 
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their use for improving the compatibility of 
polar/non-polar thermoplastic elastomers (TPE) and, 
for example, polyacetals in corresponding mixtures. 
The block copolymer contains (a) a chemically 
modified polyolefin, (b) a thermoplastic 
polyurethane, copolyester or copolyamide, and (c) a 
coupling agent. Composite bodies are not described 
in Dl. A compound as called for in the present 
application is neither described nor suggested. 

D2 describes composite bodies produced by means of 
two-component injection molding. The body consists 
preferably of polyacetals, inter alia, the rubber- 
elastic coating out of thermoplastic elastomers. The 
modified styrene-olef in elastomers used in this 
application are neither described nor suggested. 

D3 also describes composite bodies made of 
polyacetalene . The coatings here however are made of 
nitrile rubber, sulfur-containing rubber or silicon 
rubber. The modified stryrol olefin elastomers used 
in this application are neither described nor 
suggested . 

D4 describes thermoplastic rubber composite bodies 
made of thermoplastic- polymer (in particular 
polyacetals) and a component that contains rubber 
copolymer, filler and cross-linking agent. The 
modified styrene-olef in elastomers used in this 
application are neither described nor suggested.
